Today Is A Fail- 
ure Says Seligman 

That "socialiBin in practice in 

Ru.ssia today is a 've'ry sorry .thine, 
from the point of \-icw ' ut «iconomiu 
development" was the keynote . of 
Professor E.R.A. .Scliyman's addrcas 
cholera on "iSoclallsni In Practice" Professor 
Seli^nian especially stressed the fact 
that Rutaia has. Kinoc the revolution, 
been living on her past resources 
and is today "the only coiinlrv that 
Is still lirlng on its past." 

Llmltlne himself to the practical 
ancle of socialibm. llie head of Co- 
lumbia's Economics Department a^id 
that he would consider the good and 
11)1 evil resultt of modern practical 
socialibm without allcmptins to draw 
any conclusion as to wheiher these

The 
gi-cfit .-i^Ticultura.l country of the 
world is now being compelled to im- 
port food from other countries."

Dr. Bloler first produced a sphere

We 
have borne thi.s over th*^ heavy 
season, trying it out us an experl- 
ineni, but from a financial stand- 
point find that, it can no longer be 
sustained and within a few days we 
will be foVced to reven. lo the Uo- 
tsember t^ale of prices which in it- 
self represents a reduction over the 
prices of last year.
